One of the favored cliches is a 
reminder about how small the 
world has become. But not many 
school boards have carried the 
cliche to its logical conclusion. It 
is that as the world shrinks 
through improvements in trans- 
portation and communication, in- 
formed citizens require a better 
understanding of geography to 
follow their country’s complex in- 
ternational relations. 


Studies of educational needs 
and of curriculum indicate it is 
wholly possible that geography 
and history might emerge as the 
solid core of the social studies in 
high schools. 


A shocking number of them. of- 
fer very little history. The sur- 
veys on geography are even more 
dismaying. 


Instruction Outmoded 


In only eight of the 50 states is 
geography taught in as many as 
half the high schools, even as an 
elective. Where the subject is of- 
fered, instruction is generally out- 
moded. Modern concepts, the re- 
lating of facts to economic, social 
and population trends and move- 
ments are not taught. 


In the teaching of geography, 
as in almost every other subject, 
there is a need for new materials 
and methods. Nor are the class- 
rooms and curriculum alone in 
need.of study. The home environ- 
ment and the communication be- 
tween members of the family are 
now important subjects of in- 
vestigation. 


Dr. Joost Meerloo, a Dutch- 
born psychiatrist and one of our 
better known specialists in child 
guidance, sees television as creat- 
ing a new form of neurosis in the 
parent-child relationship. It is, he 
says, in an article in the Teach- 
ers College Record, the spe! 1- 
binding, fascinating TV screen 
with which too many children 
communicate, rather than with 
their parents or peers. Auto- 
matic, lifeless tools have come to 
substitute for the parental function 
of taking care and giving affec- 
tion. 


A modern household is domi- 
nated, Dr. Meerloo says, by the 
varying schedules of its mem- 
bers. He noted a New York Times 
Magazine survey of the break- 
fast habits of school children, 
(March 2, 1959). More than 30 
per cent skipped their breakfast 
altogether. Many families are un- 
able to muster all members for 
the nightly dinner. Thanksgiving, 
Christmas or Passover are re- 
served for reunion and family 
communion. 


Continual Exchange 


A continual exchange of words 
and ideas vithin a family has, the 
psychiatrist says, both a cultur- 
al and psychological function. Is 
the fact that almost 40,000,000 
Americans are without library 
facilities an explanation of why 
adults and pupils don’t read more 
newspapers and books? 


There is obvious, disturbing 
truth in Dr. Meerloo’s analysis. 

So, where do we begin to study 
the problem and place of educa- 
tion in a modern, industrial civili- 
zation? We can begin by learning 
that a great many schools do not 
even offer geography, that a dis- 
turbing number do not teach 
enough secondary school math to 
qualify graduates for entry into 
an engineering school; that in too 
many high schools English litera- 
ture classes are taught from a 
single book with no references to 
literary movements or trends. 


And that is only a beginning. 
There are school boards and 
state legislatures, with no image 
of excellence in education.

Seamen’s Strike 


Keeps Spreading

slowly along the nation’s coasts Friday. 


Pickets began marching in front 
of piers in New York, New Or- 
leans, New Jersey and other ship- 
ping areas, and longshoremen 
honored the lines, refusing to work 
cargo. There was at least one 
minor incident involving violence. 


As the five striking unions mo- 
bilized, federal officials renewed 
efforts to get representatives of 
the 50,000 seamen and the bulk of 
the shippiag operators back to the 
bargaining table. ° 


Secretary of Labor Arthur J. 
Goldberg announced in New York 
he had requested all parties to 
resume negotiations early Satur- 
day morning. Goldberg had set 
up headquarters here Thursday, 
a few hours before a midnight 
deadline. 

The two chief union factions 
indicated Friday night they would 
comply. Joseph Curran, president 
of the National Maritime Union, 
said, ‘‘We have always been ready 
to negotiate.” He added there 
had been ‘‘no negotiations on the 
employers’ part.” 

A spokesman for the Seafarers 
International Union and the Ma- 
rine Engineers Beneficial Associ- 
ation responded similarly.

The Riots Remind Us 
Of Latin Challenge 


The rioters in South America are pos- 
sibly no more representative of the feel- 
ings of the great majority of the peoples 
there than the mobs in Montgomery were 
representative of the people of Dixie. 


They are nonetheless damaging and 
disturbing. 

Anti-Americanism in Latin America 
poses a serious threat to us. Linked with 
a pro-Castroism (that is, in turn, linked 
with Soviet communism), it threatens to 
subvert the legitimate revolutions that 
the Latin people are beginning to make. 

These revolutions can be peaceful and 
lead to the creation of responsible and 
eventually strong allies for America and 
the West. They can also take the road 
Cuba has taken. 

There is much we can do to prevent 
that. One thing individuals in this country 
can do is make an effort to understand 
the aspirations of the millions of people 
to the south and differentiate between the 
revolutionary activity that leads to good 
government for people and that that leads 
to Soviet satellite status. Only by under- 
standing that can we understand the need 
for the kind of aid and cooperation this 
country must provide in the long years 
ahead.

But as the hassle over sales at Jekyll Is- 
land points out, cocktail lounges flourish 
in many Georgia cities. 

Sooner or later the people of Georgia 
must be honest with themselves. The 
cocktail lounges will continue to operate. 
But because of an impractical law, no 
provisions are made for regulating them. 
Some cities police them well and set 
sufficiently high standards on their own. 

Nevertheless, the state government as 
well as municipalities are in an unreal- 
istic situation because of an impractical 
law that prevents local option on a legal 
basis when it comes to mixed drinks.

WASHINGTON—The pattern for the Ameri- 
can-owned fleet of foreign flag vessels, whose #m, 
crews the shipping unions are seeking the power + 
to organize by contractual agreement, was established

government in 1939 as a national security measure. Deprived by 
the outbreak of World War II of the European shipping used for 
transportation of our raw materials, the government arranged that 
the few American-owned Panamanian flagships which had been 
made available should be manned by British crews. 


British crews were chosen be- 
cause these foreign-flag ships 
were to transport to Great 
Britain petroleum products in- 
dispensible to its conduct of the 
war with the Axis powers. By 
reason of the official neutrality 
of the U.S. at this period, Ameri- 
can flagships could not be used. 
And for the same purpose the 
government encouraged the trans- 
fer to Panamanian registry of 
additional American-owned ships. 

This fleet, flying what are 
known as “flags of convenience,” 
now consists of about 10,000,000 
deadweight tons. The facility as- 
sures transportation to this coun- 
try of the products of American- 
owned oil, mining and other raw 
material companies in many 
parts of the world. Not only are 
these supplemental materials vital 
to our security and economy, the 
foreign registry of the American- 
owned ships which transport 
them here makes possible Ameri- 
can competition for world trade 
with nationals operating on low- 
cost maritime scales. 

The shipping unions want to 
organize the foreign crews of 
these vessels and elevate their 
pay to the American level. In 


addition to the loss of the lower- 
cost advantage which enables the 
American owners of the fleet to 
compete for world trade, these 
other factors have been cited 
against the unions’ demand: 

1. (By Attorney General Rogers, 
as “a friend of the court,” to 
the National Labor Relations 
Board in November, 1960) Con- 
gress did not intend labor legisla- 
tion to govern the internal rela- 
tions of foreign ships and foreign 
crews. A ship’s flag determines 
its nationality, and hence the na- 
tion with jurisdiction over its in- 
ternal economy; also, treaties re- 
quire this determination. 

2. (By Vice Admiral E. S. Land, 
World War II U.S. shipping ad- 
ministrator) To grant the demand 
of the unions would set a new 
labor precedent. Under it unions 
could picket American plants of 
any industry, not just shipping, 
to promote efforts to organize the 
workers in its overseas plants. 

All these complicated issues, 
with the great economic, inter- 
national, legislative and national 
security questions they pose, the 
maritime unions now seek to 
sweep under the rug of a private 
employer-employe labor contract.

“Some threaten they will not recognize the treaty and will use ferce 
to oppose it. Any force against us will be answered by force. We 


have the means.” 


This is odd because President 
Kennedy personally reassured 
Khrushchev on this point in Vi- 
enna. He drew a sharp distinction 
between the legal aspects of sign- 
ing a treaty with East Germany 
and the practical problem of get- 
ting supplies through the East 
German zone to West Berlin. 

The President emphasized that 
the United States would continue 
to meet its obligations to supply 
the 2,200,000 people of West Ber- 
lin, by force if necessary, but that 
it was not particularly concerned 
about who stamped the papers at 
the East Berlin border, just so 
the supplies went through. 

Nevertheless, in his fireless- 
side chat Thursday night, the So- 
viet leader set up the straw man 
and threatened to use force under 
circumstances which the Presi- 
dent had told him would not oc- 
cur. In fact, when Kennedy went 
on to London from Vienna, the 
point was repeated that the West 
was not going to war over the 
color of the stamp on scraps of 
paper but that it was determined 
to ge the supplies through. 

Khrushchev, however, 1s setting 
the stage for summoning a big 
peace conference on Germany at 
the October meeting of the Com- 
munist parties. Washington won't 
like this and won't participate in 
such a conference but nobody 
here is going to mobilize the 
troops to bang through Helmstadt 


peace treaty with East Germany 
for internal Communist reasons. 

Having a few political problems 
with his own allies, President 
Kennedy understands Khru- 
shchev’s political problems. There 
is plenty of trouble in the Com- 
munist paradise. Their agricul- 
tural policies have been a spec- 
tacular failure. This was sup- 


biggest flop and tragedy of 1961. 

One result of this is that China 
is constantly pressing the Soviet 
Union for more supplies than Mos- 
cow wishes to give and at the 
same time challenging Khru- 
shchev for the ideological and po- 
litical leadership of the Commu- 
nist movement. 

All is not well for Khrushchev 
in other places either. His dreams 
of conquest in the Middle East 
have not materialized. Nasser has 
turned on him and vice versa. 
Iraq has not fallen into his lap 
as the Communist brethren an- 
ticipated. Albania has been defy- 
ing Moscow and has forced Khru- 
shchev to dismantle his subma- 
rine base in that country. 

In fact, Khrushchev’s whole 
campaign to establish a three- 
headed control of international 
machinery is a direct result, not 
of Soviet successes recently, but 
of a spectacular Soviet defeat in 
the Congo, where the U.N. forced 
the Communists out. 

It is no wonder Khrushchev 
wants to prepare the way for at 
least the impression of a victory 
at the big Communist blowout in 
October. 

His threats to use force in Ger- 
many sound brave enough but 
actually mean very little. If he 
really wants to show how brave 
he is, all he has to do is encour- 
age the East Germans to block 
the supply routes to Berlin, and 
then he will have a test of cour- 
age that will make Stalingrad 
look like a tea party. 

For this government is not 
thinking of making all of Berlin 
a “free city,” no matter what 
Sen. Mike Mansfield says, and 
it is not thinking of war to keep 
Khrushchev from signing a peace 
treaty with East Germany. 

It is merely saying that it will 
not abandon the West Berliners: 
that it will supply them no mat-

ONE PIECE OF ADVICE 


For those who wanted to do 
something for the United States 
the President had one piece of ad- 
vice: to put their energies behind 
the foreign aid program and help 
prevent the social injustice and 
economic choas on which sub- 
version and revolt feed. 


It was an enthusiastically sym- 
pathetic audience that the Presi- 
dent chose to hammer home the 
main paints of his aid program.

President Kennedy said that he 
simply could not understand how 
those who seemed most anxious 
to halt the spread of communism 
in the world could also be so de- 
termined in their opposition to the 
foreign aid program. 


SHOULD UNDERSTAND 


Those who oppose foreign eco- 
nomic and military assistance 
should understand, the President 
said, that the communists do not 
oppose it. He said their aid to 
less-developed countries was ris- 
ing sharply; they had already sent 
some 8,000 technicians into these 
areas and were making credit 
available on a‘ long-term basis 
“without subjecting recipient 
countries to the perils of annual 
legislative review.” 


He observed that much more 
than self-interest and anti-com- 
munism was at stake in congres- 
sional consideration of his foreign 
aid legislation. 


“I want it to be said this gener- 
ation of Americans—jealous of 
its rights, conscious of its respon- 
sibilities, met its responsibility in 
the year 1961 and in the years to 
come—met it with all the re 
sources and all the wisdom and 
all the judgment, and, meeting it, 
prevailed.”

Next fall when majorettes and drill team groups march out on 
thousands of football fields throughout the nation, you may think 
it looks like a lot of fun. And it is, but before those crisp, excit- 
ing football days, there’s been a lot of old-fashioned hard work 


for any good twirler or marcher. 


It was hot and humid one day last week and the Emory Phys- 
ical Education Building had never been stuffier, but this didn’t 
faze the 260 pretty teen-age girls inside. They didn't, let up for a 
minute in their twirling and drilling practice. 


The lovely lasses were attending the fifth annual Dixie Twirl- 
a-rama at Emory University, and it was serious business for this 
group who had come from all over the southeastern United States 


(and one girl from as far away as 


Kansas) to learn new and bet- 
marching. 


ter techniques in twirling and precision 


CLINIC LASTS THREE WEEKS ° 


The one-week sessions are continuing through June 30. Some 
girls stay for the entire three weeks. The Twirl-a-rama is limited 
to girls from 12-19 who are either now in a band or are interested 
in becoming part of one. The clinic draws about 260 girls the first 


‘two weeks and 170 the last week. There is still room for interested 


girls who would like to attend during the last week. 


Instructions are given in group and solo twirling, trick twirl- 
ing, two and three-baton twirling, fire twirling, dance routines 
and precision marching. Classes are held on the physical educa- 
tion grounds at Emory or in the Physical Education Building on 
rainy days. They last four or five hours per day, but this is only 
the beginning of the girls’ working day. Practically any hour of 
the day until around 11 at night, you can see the girls working 


out with their batons. 


And they think they get the best instruction that can be found 
anywhere. Bill Allen, head imstructor at the school, is an unde- 
feated twirling. champ in all the twirling associations. He has 
helped develop terminology and fundamentals in this relatively 
new field. At present he travels all over the country helping in 


clinics like the one at Emory.

Jane Baxter from Calhoun summed up the opinions of the 
girls at the clinic. ‘I try to go to every clinic anywhere nearby 
that Bill is leading, for his are always the best.”’

When asked 
why she traveled so far to a clinic when undoubtedly there are 
clinics nearer her home, she quickly replied, “It’s the best camp.”

Ryder Cuts 
Trucking in 
Trust Case 


WASHINGTON  — Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennetly Friday an- 
nounced that the Ryder System 
Inc., the nation’s second largest 
truck rental concern, has accept- 
ed an anti-trust consent judg- 
ment requiring curtailment of its 
operations. 


The judgment was entered in 
the federal district court at Mi- 
ami, Fla., where Ryder is head- 
quartered, terminating a civil 
anti-trust action began last Oc- 
tober. 


The complaint charged Ryder 
with violations of the Clayton 
Anti-Trust Act through continuing 
acquisitions of other truck rent- 
ing and leasing companies. 


The government listed 17 such 
acquisitions, described as ena- 
bling the Miami company, organ- 
ized in 1955, to grow into a firm 
with more than $100 million in 
assets, including 15,500 trucks 
and annual revenues in excess 
of $42 million. The complaint 
said these acquisitions had elimi- 
nated competition in various sec- 
tions of the country. 


Under the consent decree, 
Ryder must sell a total of 400 
trucks in five cities—100 each 
in Chicago and Atlanta, Ga., 75 
each in Dallas, Tex., and Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and 50 in Memphis, 
Tennessee. 

The firm is also enjoined for 
three years from acquiring any 
competing firms in 65 specified 
cities where Ryder already has 
50 or more rental trucks.
